— War with the USSR (Warsaw Pact). 
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4, On the second day we would turn the coin over and have the 
Services and Major Commands brief the capabilities of systems not 
nationally-controlled with particular emphasis on the support which 
they can provide to Washington decisionmakers under the same con- 
ditions. 

5. We would not be seeking decisions . We would be seeking 
understanding of and support for the approach being taken by ICS 
and JCS to the problem. We should be able to get that and. In the 
process, break a number of log Jams In the path of our JCS colleagues. 


6. I I has encountered a basic receptiveness to this 

Idea, with some worries as to timing. Admiral Hannifin of J-5 Is 
concerned that the military might be suspicious of motives until 
they are more up to speed as to what Is going on In the national/ 
tactical arena. We will try for early April.
